M, Tt makes much for their protit,ahd by this rreanes they 
doe the more eaſily deceiue people, That rheir profit and 
2duantage is the onely cnd they ayme at, appearcth by-a 
moſt bl1(phemous ſpeich of a Pope of Rome, (Leo the tenth) 
who being ſomewhat mooned avainſt one of his C ardinals, 
for alleadging a place azanſt kim onr of rhe.

the puniſhment {whuch of infinite is raade finite) is to be ſa» 
tisfied for, by men themielues, exher hae or in Purgater e : 
that is; men themſielues mult ſatisfie the witice of God, for 
the temporall punithment of their off. nces, euher on carth 
or in Purgatorie. 

There is (ſay they) a certaine infernall place inthe earth, 
called Purgatoty,in the which as in a priſon houe,the ſouics 
which were not fully pure ed 11 this life, are there clented and 
purged by fire, before they can be received into heauen © Bell. 
de Prergar, lib. cap.1, And cap g. lib. tap.be Rem on 1,Or, 3. 
Ser. 4. 

T hey fay alfo, that it is an Article of faith, to belcene that 
thcre is a Purgatorie ; and that he which beloeues it nor, 1s 
ſure to goe to hell, Bellar.i6;d,l.x.c.x 5.

This is the Catholike Faith and canfcllion, Ic is an —_

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of faith to beleeuethe Catholike Church : and faith is the 
euidence of things nor ſecne, Heb. 11. 8. Therefore the Ca» 
thohbke Church is alwates vito the world inuifible, and not 
to be eſpicd bur by ihe cics of faith ; becaule things ſeene are 
not beleeued. The Papiſts teach that the C atholike Church 
is, and hath bin alwaies viſible, Rhem, on Mat, .Seft.z. The 
Chuich is ſaid ro be C atholike, that is, vniuerſall, becauſe it 
is not tyed0 any one [peciall place, but 1s ſpred abroad ourr 
theface of thecarth. They ryc it to Rome alone, which can 
be bur a pacticuſar Church, $ not vninerſall. Inthe Church 
there is a Communion of Saints 5 and theſe arc they that 
are ſan@ihed by the bloud and Spirit of Chriſt, hauing the 
perfe holineileof © hr (t put ypen them, by imputarion of 
faich, and the quality of _— holines ——— into their 
heart by the Spirit of ſanQification.

The Papifts acknowledge none tobe Saints, but ſuchas 
are in heauen. They teach that the Pope can canonize 
Saints : whereasro make one a Saint, is onely the worke of 
God,1. Cor.11, the Pope hath canonized many, that in» 
deede were never true Saints of God bur wicked men, and 
ranke Traitouts to t:2cir Princes, as Becker, with many 0» 
thers, 

This canonizing of Saints was never heard of with the 
Faihers, ynuill the yeere 280, and then Adr1in rooke vp this - 


* avrboritie. And Alexander the Third, after him, confirmed 


it in his decrces, | 

In the Creede we profeſſe, to beleeue the forginenefſe of 
finnes, that 15, Lbelccuechar God, for Chriſt his ſake, doth 
treely for2in” rhe finnes of his Ele, and my ſinnes alſo. And 


. herein conſſterh our juſtification, namely , 1n the free, for« 


giuen $s of our finnes, and the imputarion of Ghiiſts right-$ 
ouines to vs, The Papilts teach many things contrary ta 
this Article.

$773&c. 2.voli6s, 2.D. 166, 

The efhiciznt cauſe of our wfcartron, is God alone, It 
is Ged onely that forgiucth our ifnues, Eſay 43.45. M1r.2.7- 
Ro. 8.33, They teach that the Pope can forgive finnes, and 
we know that he gives Pardons, not onely tor the time palt, 
but alſo forthe time to come : yea, they teach thar Prietts 
haue righe to remi: ſinnes, and they alledge theſe places to 
prouc it : Marh.16.19, Ihy20,23, Now weare to note this, 
that as ::one can forgive 2 debec, bur the party to waom the 
debt 13 due ; ſo none can foi;uiue finncs, but God onely, a- 
gaipſt whom the finne 1s cor: initted, F(,5r.4, I oecpower of 
binding and looling committed to che Apolt'es and diunters 
of the Word, is by declaring tae will and pieature of G OD 
out of his Wo:d, both to pronounce forniucenchc of finnes to 
all that are truely pcnitent 2; and the retaining of them te 
rhe impenitent. The Pope and his Clergic are ncuer ablc to 
proue themſclues ro beethe true Miniſters of Chriſt : and 
rhey cannot fe much as challengethis latrer authoritie and 
pover to themſclues, much leflc rhe former which is proper 
ro Gnd onely.

17 They reach allo, that faith is nor the onely caule of our 
inſtification, bur thar there are othcr alſo, as hope, ebaritie, 
almes deeds and other vcrtues : yea, they (ay, that workes 
arc more principall chen faith, in the matrer of inſtification : 
and pronounce him accuſed that ſhall fay,a man 15 iuftthed 
only by faith, Rhem.om Row. 2.Seft 6,and on Lan, 2, wil, 7. Bellay, 
E.1,deweflif.r ;.CorcilTrid. Seſe6.C an g.Thcile ind/other ſuch 
like things they teach, contrary to the dotrine of 1uſtiticati-

C. Tow ſaid brfore, that weare inſtfied freely : Iwould know 
low this can be, if we be tuſtified by i he righteowſneſſe, andfor the 
mertt of thriſt. 

M. BPecauie the Decree of God the Fathcr for our Re- 
demprion is free, 2nd wepay noching againe to God of our 
owne, And therefore by the word (freely) our merits are ex» 
cluded, bur not Chritts. By which it appcareth, that in re» 
ſpeXk of our ſelues, we are iuſtified freely of Gods mecre mere 
cy and grace, without any reſpe& of our owne rightcouſneſſe 
or worthineſſe, but yer through Chrilt, and for his r1eghteoule 
nefſe and ob-dience imputed to vs : both v-lych are lignficd 
by the Apoſtle, Rom.3.2 4.24. 

C. Shew me (1 pray you) what is meant by ( Merit) what the 
doth ane ef the Papiſts 15 concernme merit, an. whether that onr 
worhes be merit® 10Ks or 19, 

M. By (Meru) wee vnderſtand any thing,or any worke, 
whereby Gods fauour ard !ife cuerlaſting is procured ; and 
tht for the dizritie and cxcellency of the vwoike or thing 
| done, 
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done. Now the true merit wher<by wee looke to attaine the 
fauour of God, and life euecrlaſting, is ro be found inthe pers. 
ſon of Chrift alone, in whom God is well pleaſed, The Pas 
piſts make two kindes of merit : the merit of theperſon, and 
the merit of the worke, The merit of the perſon is (as they 
ſay) a dignitie in theperſan, whereby it is worthy of life e- 
uerlaſting, The merit of the works, is a dignitie or cxcellens 
cy inthe worke, whereby ir is made fir, and enabled ro dee 
ſerue a life eucrlaſting for the doer of the warke. See Rhe on 
Ren, $.Seft 5+ We now doe renounce our owneperſonall me- 
rits, and all merit of our owyne workes, ard rely onely vpon 
the merits of Chriſt, and we held that no workes of ours can 
merit. Thatno man by any workes of his can merit, may be 
proued by the prepertics and conditions that mult bee in a 
worke meritorious.and they are fue, | 

Firft, che wocke mult be abſolucely perfect £ but all eur 
workes aic vnperfeR, as well in parts, as in degrees of ac« 
compliſhment. EEI—_ we Omir many _ which 
the Law preſcribcth, and doe many cuill things which the 
Law prohibiteth. In degrees,becaulc the workes of the Saints 
are vncleane, Eſay 46.6: tl. 2.8, | 

Sccondly, a man muſt docthe worke of himſelfe, and by 
himſclfe , tor if it be done by the hcJpe of arother, che merit 
doth nor properly h:long tothe dover. But the £ood workes 
which we doe, are not ours, but are wrovght by God in vs, 

Thirdly, a man muſt doe the worke , of his owne free will 
and plcalure,not of dne debt : for when we dee that which we 
are bound to doe, we doe ro more but our duty, ' But wharſa» 
euer we doc, we do: it as poorc dcbters 3; nay, weare worle 
then poore debters , wee are miſerable Bankeruprs, wee haug 
nothing ; we have lefle then nothing to pay, Luke 19.10. 

Fourthly, the worke muſt be done to the benefit and profis 
of him from whom we looke to be repayed But no man by a+ 
ny worke of his can bring any profit vato God, ob 22.2.35.7: 
' P{4,16-2,50.12, We may benchr men, but we caunor benefir 
our Maker,from whom we hauc receiucd hkfe and j1mb, foule 
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and body,and all that we haue : weecan gine him nothing 
and therefore can deſerne nothing from him, Rem,1t.35,36. 
Laſtly, the worke and reward muſt be in proportion e- 
cuail : for if the reward be more then the worke, it 18 nor then 
a reward ot defert, but a gift of good-will. Bur there is no 
proportion betivcens our workes, which are altogether vne 
beffeRt,and the excellency of thoſe greac bleflings, and bene- 
firs which the Father giuerh vs freely in tis fonne, Rom.8.18, 
And thercfore in this and theformer reſpects, there can be 
no merit inany mcere man 2 wher«fore 1tis no lefſe abſurd 
to ſay. that we rerit ſaſuation at Gods hands by good works, 
thenif one ſhould ſay, Thou haft given mee an hundred

C. Was not this dottrine of merit taught im the times of ancient = 
Fathers ? 

M. Merit being taken in his proper ſenſe, for due & jult 
deſert, was nener allowed of the ſound Profeſſors for a chau- 
ſand yeares after Chriſt, Perkins 1.0. 574,575, ſecond Vol. 
5255 36.Such thcrefore as will be wiſtified and (aucd by their 
owne workes, and challenge eternail life by their merits, doe 
ſhew themſelnes ro he moſt proud and vnthanketfull perſons, 
and deſeru2 moſt infty to be condemned eternally. 

C. The Papiſts ar the:r end doe renounce their owne mertts, and 
profeſſe that they locke tro beſaned only by the merits of (briſt, 

M. If there were nothing elſe bur this, it were enough to 
proue their doctrine of merit, to be a falle doftrine : for if it 
werea truth, then a man 1s not onely in his life time topro- 
fe 11, ard mainraine ir, bur alfo in kis death ; yea rather to 
dve forit, then to deny it.
